Descendants  of  RICHARD  BLOOD  of  Charlton  and 

Bellingham,  Mass. 


Riohard  Blood,  proprietor  of  Groton,  2v!ass*,  was 
born  in  England  about  1617.  The  oft-repeated  state¬ 
ment  that  he  was  son  of  James  and  Ellen  Blood,  who 
came  to  Concord  about  1636,  seems  most  improbable,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Richard  was  not  mentioned  in 
the  extended  controversy  over  the  estate  of  James 
Blood.  Richard  and  his  wife  Isabel  had  several 
children,  among  whom  was  a  son  Joseph-2.  Joseph 
Blood  is  very  seldom  mentioned  in  the  earlv  records. 
Ee  was  in  Groton  in  1681,  and  acquired  land  from  his 
father  shortly  before  the  latter* s  death  in  1685.  Ee 
was  on  a  Groton  tax  list  in  1701.  There  is  evidence 
that  he  was  incapable  of  managing  his  own  affairs. 

He  also  owned  land  rights  in  Dedham.  He  died  before 
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Sept.  1705.  (See  article  by  WEMA  in  Boston  Trans¬ 
cript,  26  Feb.  1906,  A  7744.)  C  ompendium  of  American 
Genealogy,  IV  78,  gives  Hannah  as  the  name  of  the 
wife  of  Joseph  Blood,  but  1  know  of  no  other  evidence 
for  this. 
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Richard-5  Blood,  who  is  the  subject  of  this 
article,  was  the  only  known  child  of  Joseph-2  Bicod* 
He  must  have  been  born  at  least  as  early  as  1687,  for 
on  3  Mar.  1707/8  he  ncf  Hendon'*  bought  of  James 
Maccanab,  Samuel  Whiting,  Timothy  Whiting,  Jonathan 
Whiting,  and  Ezra  Morse  "18  cow  common  rights  in  un¬ 
divided  land  between  Mendon,  Wrenthom,  and  Providence 
plus  u3  score  and  12  acres  already  laid  out  in 
Raws  on*  s  Farm'7  (Suffolk  Co.  L.  R.  27-123).  Witnesses 
to  the  deed  v;ere  Nicholas  Cook,  Elizabeth  Hawes,  and 
John  Gay*  He  also  bought  32  more  acres  in  1714  arid 
10  more  in  1716/17,  the  last  deed  being  recorded  in. 
Worcester  County  in  1755.  His  land  was  in  that  part 
of  Dedham  which  bee  erne  part  of  the  new  town  of  Bell¬ 
ingham  in  1719.  Ee  mar.  ab«  1712  Joanna  whose 

identity  remains  undiscovered*  After  eliminating 
four  ojr  five  other  girls  born  in  Dedham  named  Joanna 
at  about  the  same  time,  J  would  like  to  suggest  that 
she  may  have  been  the  Joanna  Dawes  b.  Dedham  21  Apr. 
1687,  dau,  of  Jonathan  and  Hannah  (Morse)  Dawes* 

The  father  of  this  Joanna  died,  in  1690  and  his  widow 
spoxi  mar.  Richard  Gridley.  She  too  died  1696-7, 
leaving  Joanna  an  orphan  before  her  tenth  birthday. 
Joanna  was  not  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Richard 
Gridley,  1714,  so  may  have  been  brought  up  by  her 
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Morse  cousins.  Her  grandfather  John-3  ( John-2, 
Samuel-1 )  Morse  of  Dedham  had  a  brother  Ezra-3, 
father  of  Ezra-4  Morse  who  signed  the  first  deed  to 
Richard  Blood.  The  Dawes  genealogy  states  on  no 
authority  that  Joanna  ”is  also  given  as  Jonathan  and 
probably  died  young’’.  Until  factual  proof  is  uncov¬ 
ered  the  above  theory  must  bo  considered  tentative. 

Richard  Blood  sold  his  homestead  and  176  acres 
of  land  in  Bellingham  for  1200  pounds  in  1735  and 
purchased  for  960  pounds  on  2  Mar.  1735/6  from 
Manasseh  Horsmore  of  Killingly,  Com.  300  acres  of 
Papilion  land  in  Oxford,  Mass.,  situated  on  the  north 
line  of  the  town  of  Dudley,  consisting  of  lots  23, 

25,  and  27  of  the  original  grant  (Worcester  Go.  L.  R. 
11-5,  more  completely  described  in  14-378).  These 
lots  bordered  on  the  land  of  the  Dresser  family.  Ho 
deeded  most  of  his  lend  to  his  sons  Nathaniel  and 
Isaiah  in  1746.  When  he  acknowledged  his  deed  to 
Nathaniel  he  was  ”in  the  province  of  New  Hampshire”. 

He  signed  the  petition  for  the  formation  of  the  new 
town  of  Charlton  in  1754  and  appears  to  have  remained 
there  until  his  death  31  Mar.  1768.  A  field  stone 
with  the  roughly  carved  initials  ”R.  B.”  marks  his 
grave  in  the  remote  cemetery  off  from  the  present 
Dresser  Hill  road  in  Charlton.  His  wife  Joanna  d.  in 
Charlton  14  Jul.  1767. 

The  will  of  Richard  Blood  was  written  at  Charl¬ 
ton  24  Mar.  1768,  a  week  before  his  death  (Worcester 
Co.  probate  A  6089).  It  was  witnessed  by  Caleb 
Curtiss,  Richard  Dresser,  and  Richard  Dresser,  Jr. 

It  refers  to  two  sons  Nathaniel  and  Isaiah,  and  their 
sisters- Mary,  Sarah,  Anne,  and  Joanna,  also  Abigail 
Man,  M formerly  wife  of  my  eon  Joseph  Blood,  de¬ 
ceased”,  son-in-law  Joseph  Edwards  to  be  executor* 
Agreement  and  settlement  of  the  heirs  was  signed  5 
Apr.  1758  by  Nathaniel  Bloody  Isaiah  Blood,  Mary 
Partridge,  Samuel  Partridge,  Sarah  Holbrook,  Anna 
Wymon,  John  Wymon,  Joanna  Edwards,  and  Joseph  Edwards.

1757,  on 
committee  to  erect  Universalist  meeting  house  1759, 
called  HCapt.u  as  member  of  committee  to  draft  re¬ 
solves  on  unconstitutional  burdens  19  Aug.  1773.  He 
mar*  in  Medway  20  Dec.  1742  Ruth  Hall,  who  was  b.

Ammidown,  and  Free  Comings.  It  mentions  wife  Ruth, 
sons .Nathaniel,  Richard,  Joseph,  Elijah,  Asa,  Stephen 
daughters  Susanah  Allton,  Rachel  Levens.  Assent 
dated  26  Oct.  1801  was  signed  by  widow  Ruth  Blood, 
Richard  Blood,  Joseph  Blood,  Elijah  Leavens,  xvit- 
nessed  by  Richard  Blood  and  Olive  Blood.
